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And be it further Enacted, That all and every the fines 
penalties and forfeitures for any offence against this Act, which 
shall be committed in Ireland, shall be paid and recovered in British 
40 currency, and shall and may be sued for and recovered, levied and 
applied, in such manner and form, and by such ways and means, 
and with such powers and authorities, as are prescribed directed 
and appointed in and by an Act, made in the Parliament of Ireland, 
in the fourteenth and fifteenth years of the reign of his late Majesty 
King Charles the Second, intituled, “ An Act for the settling of
